It is no wonder admirers of English view with alarm 
the decline and fall of the adverb, and think back to the 

old days when “quickly” and safely” and all the other 
adverbial “lys” found favor throughout the land. 

So far, none of the admirers of English has come for- 
ward with a plan to restore the adverb to its former glory. 

I now rectify that omission. In fact, I go one step farther, 
and attempt to give the adverb a glory it never had.
